Springs two weeks ago are said to 
have been other parties though they 
have disapppeared and it is possible 
they may be working with those aho 
have been alarm ing the people of the 
West end of Adams County. Franklin 
County and otiier nearby places. 
The latest news comes from Winger- 
ton where the poet office was entered 
and robbed of about $35.00 in stamps, 
cartridges, cigars and candy from the 
store of C. M. Horst and Company in 
the 
same 
building. 
Here, 
as at 
Cashtown and Zuliing^r, a building 
containing store and 
{Kist office 
was 
entered. 
The manner ofrentering was 
much the same as that used at 
the 
other two places. 
The safe was not 
locked and they had no difficulty get 
ting its contents. 
The report of this burglary as well 
as the others has I* en sent to Wash­ 
ington and the federal authorities are 
expected to take steps th apprehend the 
gang of post office robbers who put in 
such busy nights 
The total sum of all they have scour 
ed w ill not reach $200jand,as it is near 
ly all in stamp*, they 
have not yet 
been well rewarded for their danger

Sunday was the biggest single day 
Gettysburg has had 
this 
Summer 
with the exception of the time of the 
Regulars’ monument dedication. G et­ 
tysburg had over three thousand visi­ 
tors who came principally over the 
Reading road, that line bringing 2508 
tourists bere. The Western Maryland 
brought several hundred while there 
were some automobile parties. 
By far the largest number of the 
tourists came from New Jersey, three 
sections l*Jng 
rue by the Central 
Railroad 
of 
New' 
Jersey 
from 
Newark and vicinity. 
The Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad also ran one train here 
while the Reading ran 
its regular. 
Hackmen were kept busy all 
day 
long and the trolley ears were well 
filled. 
A nu miler of people who sel­ 
dom get out their teams were on hand 
Sunday and did a gold business. The 
crowd was largely one of the 
’’shoe 
box "variety and brought their lunch­ 
es along but quite a lot of money was 
left in the town, the restaurants, eat 
ing stands and souvenir places doing 
a gooI business. 
All of the excursionists got here lie- 
tween ten and twelve in the morning 
and left about six for home. 
There 
was no cause for police protection the 
large crowd tieing very orderly and 
well behaved.

MORSE EXPECTS 
ANMQUITTAL 


Convicted Banker Made$7,500,*■ 


OOO During the Summer.

Morse, under sentence to the peniten­ 
tiary for violation 
of 
the national 
banking laws and under $125,000 bail 
pending an appeal, has made $7,500,- 
000 In the past few months and bas 
paid off 80 per cent of his debts. The 
balance he expects to clear away in 
a short time, and then to accumulate 
rn few 
more 
millions of “velvet.” 
Morse is apparenUy perfectly confi­ 
dent that when his appeal is heard 
the verdict in his case will be set 
aside and that he will be freed of all 
taint of guilt 
For the first time since his convic­ 
tion he discussed his case with great 
freedom. 
“ Martin W. Littleton, my counsel, 
tells me that my chances of acquittal 
are 99 out of IOO,” he said, "and from 
that may be Judged the feeling with 
which I face the future proceedings." 
"Your friends," Mr. Morse was told. 
"say you have raised between $7,000,- 
000 and $8,000,000 since your release, 
and that you have applied this to your 
indebtedness." 
"I wouldn’t put it Just that way," 
he replied. “If there can be any gen­ 
eral interest in what I have done, why 
not say I have cleared off 80 odd per 
cent of my debts?” 
From the records of the Morse case 
It is known that seven Judgments were 
entered against him, and that he had 
four “open accounts" when trouble 
Dvertook him. Of these there remain 
Dne “open account," and the interest 
to which this was due Is willing to 
await Morse’s leisure. 


Says He’s Roosevelt's Victim. 
“ It is too early to tell how I have 
made the money—and where—during 
the present summer," said Mr Morse. 
“In fact, It Is too 
to go into any 
detail at all. The score Is not yet 
wiped out 
When it is, then I can 
talk. Naturally I am optimistic about 
any appeal, and can only refer to Mr. 
Littleton’s statement. 
“ I have been made the victim—not 
in any bid for sympathy, but that ex­ 
act Justice be done—of a system under 
which national banks of the entire 
country operate. I did nothing wrong 
and the change in public feeling since 
1 was prosecuted has come from a bet­ 
ter understanding of the transaction 
out of which came my indictment.” 
“To what interest or interests do 
you attribute your troubles?" he was 
asked. “Were personal or financial en­ 
mities involved?” 
"No.” he said, crisply. “The time 
was ripe for the government to m a k e 
an ’example’ of some one, and I was 
chosen, I feel sure, at the personal di­ 
rection of Mr. Roosevelt” 
Says All Bankers Do It 
That Morse will not return to the 
Tombs from midnight on OFI. 9 un­ 
til Oct ll. when his case comes up 
in the United States circuit court of 
appeals, may be stated with authority 
from friends w’ho have been closely 
In touch with him in the last few days. 
The three supreme court judges who 
granted the application for bail. it w as 
stated, are expected to consent to a 
two-day extention of his $125,000 bond. 
His friends, too, declared Mr. Morse 
had seen the inside of a prison for the 
last time. 
Then, continuing the discussion of 
his case, be said: 
“I am certain that I could guarantee 
to convict the officials of almost any 
national bank in the United States 
upon the same grounds that I myself 
was convicted. Because they are guilty 
of wrongdoing? Not at all. but because 
all of them commit the same technical 
‘offenses’ that were credited to me. 
The things I did are generally prac­ 
ticed, and in 
the eyes of national 
bankers constitute no offense.”

We have found that out 
since we have been using the drag 
The second thing is that road drag 
ging makes the roadbed firmer and 
enables it to shed water quicker than 
a mad which has I teen u n d rap ed and 
neglected. 
This is another of our ex- 
jteriences 
The third thing we have 
shown has been that a little dragging 
done ai the right time is worth a lot 
more than dragging done in the thick 
dust. 
This latter dusty condition of 
the road is not the time to work on 
the road with a drag but any other 
time will do. though the best time of 
ail is right after a rain. 
When we 
first began to drag the township roads 
tile neighbors, manv i f them. were 
skeptical. So were we 
But as tilings 
went ou the proof was demonstrated, 
and now we are tieginning to wonder 
why we did not adopt it years ago. 
“The principle of working up the 
soft, sticky mud of a clay or loam 
character means that it will grow bard

roads very soon. 
We hare forty-four 
miles of dirt r«*ads In East nonipfieid 
township, our assessed valuation is 
ard our road tax I* 2 mills.”
